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"The Diary of Anne Frank," presented in the North High auditorium April 17 by students of the drama 
classes, was enthusiastically received. 

The story, set in Holland during the second world war, deals mainly with the problems of an adolescent 
Jewish girl. 

Her family is forced by Nazi persecution to go into hiding with another Jewish family, the Van Daan& 
The story moves quickly and entertainingly to an end that is depressing but has a note of hope. 

Jean Rouse in the part of Anne portrayed a wide range of emotions convincingly. Particularly touching 
was her love affair with Peter Van Daan, George Coburn. Her early and enthusiastic pursuit of him, his 
resistance, and their attempts at being adult when he finally complied were poignant and amusing. 

Though some of the other characters had more powerful speeches, Thomas Tenorio, finely made-up as Mr. 
Frank, achieved the play's greatest eloquence in silence. As a quiet, broken man returning to his family's 
hiding place at the end of the war when all were dead, he portrayed infinite grief without saying a single 
word. 

As Mr. Van Daan, Terry Smith raged, roared and whined throughout the course of the play. His continual 
quest for food and cigarettes, his arguments with his wife, and his angry stammering when imitated by Anne 
were hilarious. 

Irene Popken, playing the middle-aged Mrs. Van Daan, was properly coquettish, simpering and malicious. 

Mark Schultz as a sour, disagreeable Mr. Dussel, made the self-centered, complaining, old man a character 
of great interest. 

Carolyn Atkins was a prim, sensible Mrs. Frank, trying to deal kindly with a daughter whom she couldn't 
understand and who didn't try to understand her. 

Mike Flesher managed to bring a great deal of character to his role of Mr. Kraler in the few minute- in 
which he appeared. His make-up was realistic, and he looked the part of a balding, middle-aged man. 

Shirley Parish conveyed the silent strength of Miep excellently in the few minutes which she was onstage. 

Madalyn Sweeny w T as cast as Anne's understanding sister, Margot. She was particularly good in the 
scenes in which she endeavored to act as mediator between Anne and Mrs. Frank. 

The special effects, especially Anne's disembodied voice coming in over the speaker system, did much to 
build the mood of the play. Both the execution and timing were superior. 

Many of the players benefited by good make-up and costuming. Every player looked as one would 
imagine the person he was portraying would have appeared. 

Fine direction by Helen Woodman, assisted by Margie West, was evident in the excellent timing displayed 
by the characters. The players also picked up their lines well, which prevented the play from dragging.

November 14, the North High Drama Departmenl presented "Night of January 16th," a 
comedy-drama l>y Ayn Hand. 

The entire play is the trial of Karen Andre, charged with the murder of her former em- 
ployer. The attorney for the prosecution and the attorney for the defense were to try to 
convince the members of the jury, who were selected from the audience, that their eases were 
plausible. In the final mom< nt it became evident the defense had won its case and the de- 
fendant w as acquitted. 

The idea of audience participation, the excitement of the case, and the conflicting testi- 
mony of the witnesses which revealed several sub-plots, made this production a huge success.
